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EDITORIAL 

Business  is  ser\ice.  This  is  clearly  true  despite  the 
current  unscrupulousness  and  rapacity.  When  business 
ceases  to  serve,  at  that  same  instant  it  ceases  to  be  profitable 
and  it  dies  like  any  other  spent  creature.  The  greatest  busi- 
ness men  have  always  the  broadest  s>Tnpathies  and  highest 
aspirations  of  helpfulness.  Heitiert  Hoover  is  asking  for 
thirty-three  million  dollars  to  feed  the  starving  children  of 
Middle  Europe.    This  is  good  business  because  it  is  service. 

Education  is  service.  This  can  be  true,  however,  only 
when  education  is  in  close  touch  with  life.  Today  as  never 
before  education  is  able  to  interpret  life.  This  is  largely 
because  each  child  can  now  be  provided  with  an  intellectual 
mantel,  as  it  were,  cut  and  fitted  to  his  own  peculiar  capac- 
ity and  personality;  he  is  no  longer  crowded  and  pmched 
into  a  wooden  form  such  as  every  other  child  must  wear. 
Thus  equipped,  both  mind  and  body  can  adapt  themselves  at 
every  turn. 

At  a  time  when  child  labor  is  on  the  increase — as  the 
statistics  of  the  National  Child  Labor  Committee  prove  is 
the  case  in  fourteen  states— when  schools  are  being  emptied 
to  fill  field  and  factory,  it  looks  as  though  the  greed  of  busi- 
ness had  quite  overrun  the  ideals  of  education.  This  fact 
constitutes  a  challenge  to  the  sense  of  service  of  teachers. 
If  thev  put  to  high  use  the  best  scientific  developments  in 
education,  if  they  strive  their  utmost  to  drive  away  all  taint 
of  commercialism  from  the  schoolroom,  then,  indeed,  will 
they  have  become  missionaries  of  that  new  education  whose 
aim  is  to  link  itself  with  the  business  of  life  and  apply  itself 
to  the  comfort,  the  happiness,  and  the  progress  of  man.

A  real  crisis  exists  in  public  education.  There  are  more 
incompetent  and  untrained  teachers  in  the  public  school 
service  today  than  there  were  ten  years  ago.  The  legisla- 
tures of  the  several  states  are  the  only  bodies  competent  to 
deal  authoritatively  with  the  existing  situation.  Teachers 
can  not  cure  the  present  malady.  We  may  possibly  be  of 
service  by  suggesting  ways  and  means  of  dealing  with  the 
crisis  in  public  education  that  will  lead  to  improvement. 

The  States  have  merely  temporized  with  the  problem  of 
training  teachers  for  the  public  schools.  The  graduates 
from  all  of  Pennsylvania's  Normal  Schools  have  never  ex- 
ceeded, in  a  single  year,  one  third  of  the  demand  for  teach- 
ers. We  have  rarely  reached  2000  graduates  with  over  8000 
students  enrolled.  If  we  could  fill  our  Normal  Schools  to 
capacity  with  graduates  of  four  year  high  schools,  we  could, 
with  small  additional  expense  for  Training  Teachers,  in- 
crease the  yearly  number  of  graduates  to  4000, — an  achieve- 
ment that  Vs^ould  double  our  serviceableness  to  the  Com- 
monvv^ealth. 

But  what  are  the  conditions  under  which  such  students 
vv'ill  enter  the  State  Normal  Schools  ? 

First  of  all,  teaching  must  be  made  attractive  as  an  oc- 
cupation. This  is  the  salary  matter,  for  the  most  part,  al- 
though the  social  status  of  the  teacher  and  the  character  of 
supervision  are  also  factors.  Salary  control  rests  chiefly 
with  the  Legislature  because  boards  of  directors  have  only 
those  poY\^ers  that  have  been  delegated  by  the  Legislature. 
Every  right  minded  person  wants  to  deal  fairly  with  the 
matter  of  the  teachers'  salary.  Perhaps  the  graduates  of 
Indiana  can  be  helpful  in  making  clear  what  fair  dealing 
really  means  when  applied  to  the  salary  of  the  teacher. 
Such  help  is  needed  locally  and  also  in  the  General  Assem- 
bly. There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  General  As- 
sembly will  meet  this  salary  matter  in  a  statesm.anlike  way. 

Granting  this, — will  students  then  flock  to  the  State 
Normal  Schools?  It  is  necessary  to  put  teaching  in  a  new 
light  before  the  youth  of  the  land.  The  smallness  of  its 
compensation,  the  pettiness  of  it  in  some  districts,  its  cloud 
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and  rain,  have  all  been  recently  exploited  at  more  than 
their  par  value.  The  sunshine  of  teaching,  its  joys,  and  its 
benefits  need  to  be  emphasized  anew.  The  idealism  of 
youth  which  we  once  knew  and  still  know,  has  not  taded 
away 'amidst  the  materialism  that  surrounds  us  on  every 
side.  As  teachers,  as  former  teachers,  as  parents,  as  citi- 
zens,—each  has  the  responsibility  of  revealing  to  youth  the 
underlying  service  and  worth  of  teaching. 

And,  therefore,  superintendents  and  principals  and 
teachers 'and  parents  should  consciously  strive  to  induce 
young  people  who  have  "a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body  to 
enter  institutions  to  prepare  for  teaching.  This  should  be 
urged  particularly  upon  those  vrho  have  graduated  from  the 
local  schools.  It  is  far  more  important  that  these  young 
people  whom  the  graduates  of  Indiana  can  influence  should 
prepare  for  teaching  than  it  is  that  they  should  enter  your 
alma  mater. 

Many— yes,  most  of  the  shortcomings  of  Pennsylva- 
nia's Normal  Schools  have  been  due  to  the  financial  system 
under  which  they  have  operated.  Now,  since  all  of  theni 
are  owned  by  the  Commonwealth,  an  adequate  financial 
plan  for  their  support  should  be  formulated.  Every  loyal 
graduate  of  Indiana  should  urge  adequate  financial  fuPPO^ 
for  all  of  the  Normal  Schools  of  the  Commonwealth.  The 
past  is  no  safe  guide  to  the  future,  especially  m  financial 
matters  in  these  post-war  days.  Appropriations  that  in 
1916  would  have  seemed  extravagant  are  absolutely  inade- 
quate now.  And  the  Normal  Schools  do  not  have  as  their 
ideal  the  attainment  of  pre-war  conditions.  A  larger  field 
of  usefulness  should  be  theirs,— not  for  the  sake  of  the  piles 
of  brick  and  mortar  at  thirteen  centers,  not  for  the  sake  of 
those  who  labor  at  the  schools,— but  for  the  sake  of  the  boys 
and  girls  of  today,— the  Commonwealth  of  tomorrow. 

And  I  am  certain  that  the  graduates  of  Indiana  will 
gladly  do  their  part  in  this  great  forward  movement  be- 
cause a  forward  movement  is  the  only  thing  that  can  over- 
balance the  backward  movement  that  has  unfortunately 
come  upon  us.  ^^^^  ^  ^  ^^^^^

Junior  High  School  Pageant 

The  Junior  High  School  did  a  remarkably  fine  piece  of 
work  this  fall  in  the  writing  and  presenting  of  a  beautiful 
Pilgrim  Pageant,  in  celebration  of  the  Pilgrim  Tercenten- 
ary. 

The  various  episodes  of  the  pageant  gave  the  story  of 
the  Pilgrims,  showing  them  in  England,  in  Holland,  on 
board  the  Mayflower,  and  in  America.  Suitable  recitations, 
music,  and  tableaux  linked  the  episodes  together  and  gave 
unity  to  the  performance. 

This  pageant,  the  outgrowth   of   much   reading   and 
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study,  was  a  real  expression  of  the  pupils'  appreciation  of 
Pilgrim  faith,  courage,  and  achievement.  Almost  every  de- 
tail was  wholly  or  largely  the  work  of  the  children, — ^the 
selection  of  the  scenes  to  be  dramatized,  the  writing  of  the 
parts,  the  casting  of  the  characters,  and  to  a  great  extent 
the  costuming  and  staging  of  the  performance. 

The  actual  writing  of  the  parts  was  divided  among  the 
three  grades  and  was  done  as  a  part  of  the  regular  English 
and  History  work.  The  first  three  scenes,  shovnng  the  Pil- 
grims prior  to  their  landing  at  Plymouth  were  the  work  of 
the  Ninth  Grade.  The  Seventh  Grade  chose  the  Pilgrims 
and  the  Indians  as  their  theme,  while  the  special  contribu- 
tion of  the  Eighth  Grade  was  a  playlet  dramatized  from 
a  story  of  Plymouth  Town  which  the  class  had  enjoyed.

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The  State  Board 

The  new  course  of  study  for  Pennsylvania  Normal 
SchooJs  is  in  fulJ  operation  at  Indiana  this  year.  It  is,  in 
most  respects,  excellent  and  is  undoubtedly  a  distinct  step 
forward  for  educational  interests  in  the  state. 

All  the  curricula  center  about  the  Training  School,  the 
aim  being  to  make  the  work  most  practical  in  its  application 
to  the  every-day  needs  of  the  public  school  system. 

The  school  year  is  divided  into  two  semesters  of  twenty 
weeks  each.  The  state  requirement  is  that  each  candidate 
for  graduation  shall  teach  tvv^o  hours  per  day  for  an  entire 
semester.  This  requirement  determines  the  fact  that  one 
half  of  each  Senior  class  shall  finish  its  practice  teaching 
on  January  29th,  the  end  of  the  first  semester;  and  the 
other,  in  June,  the  end  of  the  second  semester. 

As  the  State  Board  examination  now  consists  of  an  in- 
spection of  the  plan  under  which  practice  teaching  experi- 
ence is  given  and  a  demonstration  of  practice  teaching  on 
the  part  of  each  senior  it  has  been  thought  best  for  the  State 
Board  of  examiners  to  visit  the  school  twice  a  year  instead 
of  once  as  formerly. 

As  a  result  of  this  decision  on  the  part  of  the  state  au- 
thorities the  State  Board  examinations  at  Indiana  for  the 
first  semester  were  held  on  January  18th  and  19th.

Born  on  November  21st,  to  Everett  W.  Glasgow  and 
Margaret  Bert  Glasgow,  '12,  a  son,  James  Albert.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Glasgow  live  at  Hoboken,  Pa. 

Born  June  14th  to  George  E.  Kallock  and  Grace  Neville 
Kallock,  '12,  a  son,  Ralph  Neville. 

Born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harold  H.  Day  on  January  13th, 
1921,  a  daughter.  Mrs.  Day,  formerly  Jessie  Irene  Haas, 
granduat^d  from  I.  S.  N.  S.  in  1916. 
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We  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Miss  Edna  Kennell, 
'18,  which  took  place  Nov.  7,  1920  in  Cresson,  Pa.  Death 
was  due  to  tuberculosis  following  an  attack  of  influenza. 

John  Jones  Fosselman  died  at  his  home  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  on  Dec.  29,  1920.  Mr.  Fosselman  was  graduated  with 
the  war  class  of  1898,  and  served  in  the  Spanish-American 
War.  He  finished  his  collegiate  course  at  Lafayette  College.

That 
his  studies  might  not  be  interrupted,  he  followed  her  when 
she  came  to  Indiana.  He  entered  West  Point  successfully. 
Afterwards,  however,  he  left  the  army  and  went  into  busi- 
ness, which  he  successfully  pursued. 

In  all  his  activities  he  was  held  in  high  regard  for  his 
strict  integrity,  his  genei'ous  nature,  his  acute  and  well  de- 
veloped mind,  but  most  of  all  for  his  extraordinary  public 
spirit  and  enterprise,  and  his  kindly  solicitude  for  the  bet- 
terment of  his  fellow  men.  Much  came  to  him  and  he  felt 
most  seriously  the  obligation  imposed  thereby.  He  was  ac- 
tive in  his  town  and  county  as  a  citizen  above  every  sinister 
influer  c.  ne  shared  in  wide  affairs  and  his  friendly  advice 
and  in^u^i.+  i-  friendship  were  sought  and  held  by  men  called 
to  great  responsibility.  He  was  Junior  Warden  of  Christ 
Church,  Towanda,  and  a  regular  attendant  upon  all  of  the 
church  services.

Belfast  at  a  time  of  rioting.  The  streets  were  enrtnched  by 
sand  bags,  the  cobble  stones  torn  up  ready  for  the  women 
to  throw,  and  soldiers  were  parading  with  fixed  bayonets. 
At  a  hotel  in  Paris,  Miss  Faloon  quite  unexpectedly  m.et 
Miss  Estella  Sherrill,  a  former  member  of  the  factulty  of 
I.  S.  N.  S.,  who  was  about  to  sail  for  the  United  States. 
Miss  Sherril  is  now  Y.  W.  C.  A.  secretary  for  De  Soto 
County,  Florida. 

Ruth  Buchanan,  '12,  last  June  received  her  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  from  George  Washington  University.    She 
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is  now  a  government  chemist  at  Washington,  D.  C,  and  is 
also  working  for  her  Doctor's  degree.

A  Women's  Athletic  Association  was  organized  at  L 
S.  N.  S.  this  year  by  Miss  Schreiner  and  Miss  Averill.  All 
girls  in  the  School  taking  the  Normal  courses  are  eligible  to 
membership.  Any  woman  applying  for  active  membership 
must  gain  fifty  points  within  one  month  of  the  time  of  her 
application.  Three  unexcused  absences  from  meetings  de- 
bars a  girl  from  active  membership.  Every  member  must 
be  active  for  we  want  this  to  be  a  live  organization.  Be- 
cause we  want  to  interest  every  girl,  our  activities  are  num- 
erous and  varied.  They  are  Tennis,  Hockey,  Soccer,  Basket 
Ball,  Base  Ball,  Swimming,  Hiking,  Apparatus  Work,  In- 
door and  Outdoor  Track  and  Interpretive  Dancing. 

The  meetings  are  held  on  the  first  and  third  Thursdays 
of  every  month  and  consist  of  a  short  business  meeting  and 
an  interesting  program.  One  feature  of  the  program  is  the 
reading  of  a  mock  newspaper  with  all  the  juicy  bits  and 
choice  spice  of  the  school  in  it.

On  Oct.  16,  Normal  completely  outclassed  Slippery 
Rock  Normal  School,  defeating  that  team  14-0. 

On  Oct.  23,  Normal  was  completely  outplayed  by  the 
State  Freshmen  and  went  down  in  defeat. 

At  Carnegie  Tech  on  Nov.  1,  Normal  defeated  their 
Freshman  team.  21-0  with  ease. 

On  Nov.  8,  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  Normal  was  defeated 
14-7  by  the  Freshman  team  of  that  school,  though  Normal 
played  good  football. 

Indiana  defeated  Pitt  Freshmen  7-0  on  Nov.  14,  thereby 
gaining  much  prestige  as  Kiski  lost  to  Pitt  Freshmen  the 
previous  vv'eek.  The  game  v/as  a  close,  hard  fought  one, 
Roonev  making  the  only  touchdown, 

Indiana  won  the  Normal  School  championship  of  the 
Eastern  States  by  defeating  Mansfield  28-0  in  one  of  the 
best  games  of  the  season.
